The rains of the past few days, to- 


gether with the warmer temperature, 
which thawS&- the snow and ice, that 
have been on tlie ground for several 
weeks, -caused the North and South 
•Forks of the Licking river to over- 
flow their banks, and a condition pre- 
vailed Saturday morning that verged 
en the danger point, in many locali- 
ties bordering on those streams 


The recent rains have been genera 


throughout the county and reinforce 
by the tremendous volume of watei 
from the melting snow and ice, cause 
the brooks and rills tributary to th 
larger streams, to assume the proper 
tjons of raging currents. 


The inflow was very sudden from 


bitse streams 
into the North an 


South Forks, so that the rise in thes 
streams was so rapid that, no one ap 
pretending a dangerous freshet, gen 
era! surprise was experienced "Satur 
day morning, when the state of affair. 
v ere noticed by those living along the 
streams, and within the flood area. 


The rise may be realized to some ex 


tent when it is stated that the North 
Fcrk came up four feet in a period 
of less than two hours. 


-So mercurial was the flood, that the 


Climax was rapidly reached, and when 
the rain ceased from five o'clock until 
seven, the water remained stationary 
for a time and then began to recede. 


The rain began again at seven anc 


continued until after nine and almost 
immediately a material rise was no- 
ticed at the rate of about 8 inches in 
the two hours. 


The damage done will in no case be 


very heavy, as the temporary stay m 
the rise of the flood gave those in dan- 
ger an opportunity to remove their 
goods to a place of safety. 


The flooded district. along the South 


Fork is principally in the rear of the 
houses situated on the south side of 
I'aiuskala and Baker streets, on Sec- 
ond from the bridge lo Valandigham, 
nnd on the south side of Vaiandigham 
streets.
